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CHAPTER 94

AN ACT to create 147.17 (7) and 149.06 (5) of the statutes, relating to
exempting doctors and nurses from civil liability for emergency treat-
ment at the scene of the emergency.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 147.17 (7) of the statutes is created to read:

147.17 (7) No person licensed under this section, who in good faith
renders emergency care at the scene of an emergency, is liable for any civil
damages as a result of acts or omissions by such person in rendering the
emergency care. For the purpose of this subsection, the scene of an emer-
gency shall be those areas not within the confines of a hospital or other
institution which has hospital facilities, or a physician’s office.

SECTION 2. 149.06 (5) of the statutes is created to read:

149.06 (5) No person registered under this section, who in good faith
renders emergency care at the scene of an emergency, is liable for any
civil damages as a result of acts or omissions by such person in rendering
the emergency care. For the purpose of this subsection, the scene of an
emergency shall be those areas not within the confines of a hospital or
other institution which has hospital facilities, or a physician’s office.
